It will come as no surprise to our readers that the production costs for 
the Journal have risen sharply during the last several months. Printing 
costs are chiefly responsible, although anticipated postage increases will 
also aggravate the problem considerably. 


No increase for honoraria or salaries has been authorized, and every 
attempt is being made to find ways of cutting costs without sacrificing 
quality. Nonetheless, it will be necessary to increase the subscription rate 
for the Journal, beginning January 1, 1977. New subscription rates will 
be as follows: 


$10.00 for 1 year 
18.00 for 2 years 
35.00 for 4 years
